8t. liori*, Sept. 90.— Goloool Pntilck 
S. Ollmore, the famous bandmne^, 
died ut 0:4n Saturday plght at tho Lin- 
dell hotel. Colonel Qllmore's death was 
very sudden, and was on awful shock to 
his many friends and admirers in this city. 
Colonel Gilmore was taken with acute 
cratiiM al)ont 8 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and, dnspite tho efforts of three physi- 
cians, the grim reaper mads its appear- 
ance os stated above. 

When Colonel Gilmore informed his 
wife that he was feeliim unwell, she im- 
inediatelv summoned m. U. T. Mudd, 
the family pbytdcian, who was not long 
)n discovwng that his n.ationt was snf 
ferliiR with a severe hillious attack, and 
imnusUately called in two other pnysi- 
cinus. Jliey held a consultation, and pre- 
scribed something to alleriato saffar- 
iu}', The ine.Uc)ue, though, haa ho effect, 
,And, After laboiina 'lUli^tly wUh the 
tetienti thoy wife forced Co acknowledge 
to diis wife and danghter, who always 
acoomininy Gtluiuro on hl^ trips to this 
city, that they most prepare tfiemselves 
for the wortit. Two ]gMsts were sum- 
moned, and tbs laat sacrament was od- 
minsterod. 

The patient grew constantly worse, 
and at 0:dd p. m. be breattied bis last. 
Colonel Gllino|e liad many friends in 
this city, anti Bs death is monmed by 
the tlionsnnds of admirers who were en- 
tranced with the ozcellent music of Ids 
band. Tho body has been shipped to 
New Vork for interment. 

The directors of the ezposition and the 
luvud escorted the liearse to the depot.

Gilmore was born near DnbUn, Ire- 
land, Dec. 'JH, UiO. He coaiiected hlm-

where be led n braos bond, after which 
lie (irganizod Gilmore's baud, with 
which he made an extensive tour. 

In 1861 ho accompanied the Twenty- 
fourth Mnssaohnsetls regiment to the 
tivid, and in 1863 wos jiluced In chargo 
of all the bands in the de{iartmont of 
Lonisiauu by General Dunks. lie orig- 
inated monster concerts in this country 
and was tho proprietor of the great 
peace jubilees held In Doaton in 1869 
anil 1878, and published an account of 
tho first (Boston, 1871). In 1878 ho 
luadu a European tour witli his Isiiid. 
At tho time or hisdenih he was band- 
master of the Twenty-second regiment, 
national guard state of Now Yora. He 
hod comi>ost‘d m.uiy marches and 
songs, 

Gilmore and his famous band have 
Iioen largely instrumental in making the 
fit. Louis eKjHi-.ition tho grand sucociu it 
is. Tills was his eleveiitli season liero, 
niid ho was uiidi r contract to plav lieie 
next year. Uis death is a sad blow to 
t!io nian.agers of the big show. and they 
tear tliut it may oeiiously impair its fu- 
ture.

WseniNOTON, SepL 83.— Tlio national 
encampment got to work early Thurs- 
day morning and iifocfieded to dispose 
of business witli nnexiK-cted rapidity.

When tlie election of comniander-ln- 
chipf was taken up, lionaraT Ask 
W eisasft, ex-deiiaitment commandfer or 
Wisoousla. was put in nomination by 
his state and the iiogitofftion was sec- 
onded by a nnuilior of other states. 
General 8. A. Hearst, of UhSa 
Colonel C P. Lincoln, of the osps^' 
roent of the Pntom.ac. withdrew, and 
General Welasert's election was made 
practically by occlamatioli. 

A. G. Wel^rt was bom at Canton, 
0.,-Ang. 17, 1814. He avas winning 
fame at the Milwaukee bar wlien the 
war broke out. As soon os the tocsin 
sounded he enlisted in the Eiglith Wis- 
consin infantry, tho "live englo" regi- 
ment of history, and shared its fortnno.s 
till tKo battle of Nosiivillc. There he 
was grievously wounded, receiving a 
bullet just over the knee wliich ho still 
carries. Convalescing sufficiently to re- 
join his regiment, ho did so on crutclies. 

After four years gallant services lie 
was brevettod captain from the date of 
the battle of Lake Cliicol, Aikaiii^*, 
June fl, 1864, for meritorious si'rvlco 
fight and at the liattlo of Nashville, on 
the 15th Doceials r following and for ox- 
Irnordinarv bravery thrmigliimt tlio lb'll 
river expedition, lie refused tlie fonder 
of a West Point cadotshlp by reinion of 
his wunnil. 

He joined the (Jrund Army of the Re- 
public ut Madison, Wia., in Wo and has 
filled credilabl}’ every pfn-ition from 
comrade and ofilccr of the day up to lUi- 
partinent commander. Ho is now n 
moinlier of E. D. Wolcott piist of Mil- 
waukee.

Walker, in a letter to Tlio Washington 
Post, raise,! a iiaestiun in connection 
with the iipjiO'achi'ig election that may 
be of imiKirtaiico as it cei't.'iinly is of in- 
terest.

Lp-n.ixos, O., Sopt. 26. — Ex-Senator 
Eltzroth has made one of the most re- 
markable diixwveries in archoeology yet 
reported. In exploring a mound on his 
farm, near Da'laabnrg, in tho soutbcni 
part of this county, he mmo across a 
clay coflin some three feet two inches in 
length and nine and one-half to ton and 
une-half iuclics ncroes.

Tile collin was 
made of tlic ordim -y yellow clay of thi.s 
section, and had b >n muhUxI like brick. 
Tho iiHide of tho coflin was lined with a 
white or gniylsli mutorial like soapstone. 
Tlie iiilddlo of tlie coliin wus covered 
witli a flat stone, and the ends were cov- 
ered with bark. 

All that was found iu tho coffin wai 
black dv.st: ix-rhape several hundsful. 
Not a bone was found in it. although at 
a sliort dibUince was found tho skeletons 
of three adults, and not far awav tho 
bones of buffaloes. This reinarkiiblo 
coflin was alxml six feet lieiioath the 
sumniit of a mound which is alxmt six 
feet high, soventy-flvo feet wide and 
ninety long. A cross section over tlie 
narrow way about six feet wide haa 
been cut; the rest of the mound will be 
:ut down for further dlscova^. 

This is tho only discovery of its kind 
in North America so far as heard from, 
aud it will be of greatest interest to stu- 
dents of prehistoric remains. The cof- 
fin has been somewhat broken, and it 
may be impossible to get the frafmenta 
all together. In case it con be <l(»a It 
will be exhibited at the world's (air. 
An eminent arcbseolo^st has stated that 
this coflin was io use Dv a race of people 
who lived hero 8,090 years ago. 

DARING ROBB ERY. 

Thr«o Men Recure Ten ThouMnd Dollare 
end Make Their | 

Talxima, Wy., Sept. 26.— Throe un- 
mn.ilced highwaymen rode into the coal 
mining town of Kewlyn Saturday, en- 
tered Abrams’, Snipe's & Company's 
bonk, and two of them covered Cfashier 
Abernathy, Bookkeeper Frazer and two 
citizens with revolvers, while the third 
emptioil the contents of the safe, 
amounting to $11, 0(X), into a sack.

Gracefully Surrenders The 
Nomination. 



“I AM A DEMOCRAT.*’ 



Hon. T. C. Allen, Chairman, and 

the members of the Democratic 

Committee of the hourth Judicial 

District: 

(Jentlemen: At the Democratic 
Convention of the Fourth J udicial 
District assembled at Princeton, on 
the 16:h, met., I was, I think, regu- 
larly nominated for the office of 
Commonwealth’s Attorney of said 
district. Since then I have hoard 
from rnmor that much dissatisfac 
tion has ariscu in Hopkins county, 
growing out of the defeat of her fa- 
vorite son, Hon. Fiem Gordon. 1 
was not in the Covention until after 
I was notified of my nomination, and 
was not aware of the disaffection or 
fractional division growing out of my 
nomination until after my acceptance 
and the adjournment of the conven- 
tion. I have been informed that 
many silly and unfounded reports 
have been in circulation in portioi s 
of the District, evidently intended to 
discredit my standing as an honoi- 
able and fairmiuded man, and with 
the view to stab me in the house 
hold of the Democratic party. 

When I entered the can vast for 
this office 1 was prompts 1 by a laud- 
able ambition to serve the people ol 
the District in the high and respon- 
sible position to which the duiies 01 
the office would call me. I realised 
the fact tha'. in the duo administra 
tion of the law rested the security of 
civil government and the safety and 
liberty of the oitixens, as well as the 
peace and quietude of sociei}. 1 be- 
lieved from my long experiencj as 
an attorney, and especially as a 
criminal lawyer, for twenty-ihroe 
yrars, that I possessed the necessary 
qnnlificaiions to fill tbii offi e with 
credit to myself and party. With 
this feeling 1 entered the canvass 
with the determination to win tbe 
race upon my merits, standing aloof 
at all times from any alluring com- 
binations or concessions.

The charge made that 
1 obtained any vote in the conven- 
tion by bribery or unfair means is 
false in substance and fact, nor do 1 
believe that any of my friends are 
guilty of such an act. 

Much has been said in regard to 
tbe vote of Mr. S. 0. Johnson of tbe 
Dreskell precinct in Livingston 
county. My infoimation is that Mr. 
Johnson is a bUfh minded, honorable 
gentleman, and if be is correctly 
quoted as to tbe reasons why he casi 
)ii« vote for me in the convention, 
there can be no question but that ii 
was cast in accordance with the wish 
and expressed will of the majority ol 
the people of his precinct.

the nomination fairly and honorably ,

Tuesday Glevelind’s letter ac- 
cepting the Democratic nomination 
was published. He reviews briefly 
the issues of the campaign, clearly 
and concisely stating the Democrar- 
tic position with a frankness that 
harbors no subtulnge. The main 
issue is of course the tariff, followed 
closely, in point of importance, by 
the force bill. Our space does not 
permit publication of the letter in 
full, and we give an idea on the main 
features as expressed by the great 
leader. 



PROTECTION OP THE PEOPLE. 

The protection of the people in the 
oxclusive use and enjoyment ol their 
property and earnings, concededly 
constituted the especial purpose and 
mission ol our free government 
This design is so interwoven with 
the structure of our plan of rule 
that failure to protect the citixcn in 
such use and eiiioyment, cr their un- 
just'fi ible diminution by a govern 
ment itael*, is a betrayal of the peo- 
ple’s trust. Wo have, however, un- 
dertaken to build a greatnation upon 
a plan especially our own. To 
maintain it and to furnish through 
its agency tbe means for the accom- 
plishment of national objects, the 
American people are willing though 
Federal taxation to surrender a part 
of their earnings and income. Tariff 
legislation presents a familiar form 
ol Federal taxation. Iduch legisla- 
tion results as surely in a tax upon 
tbe dialy life 0 ' our people as the 
tribute paid directly into the hand 
of the taxgatherer. We feel the 
burden ol these tariff taxes too pal- 
pably to bo persuaded by snysophi * 
try that they do not exist or arc paid 
by foreigners Such taxes, repre- 
senting a diminution ol the property 
rights of the people,are only justifica 
hie when laid and collected fur tbe 
p irpose of maintaining our Govern- 
ment and furnishing the means for 
the accomplishment 01 its legitimate 
purposes and functions. This is 
-axation under the operation of a 
tariff for revenue. It accords with 
tbe professions ol American free 
institutions, and its justice ani hen 
esty answer tbe test supplied by a 
correct appreciation of the prinoi 
pies upon which these institutions 
rest. 

ECONOMY IN OOVBRNHBNT. 

This theory ol tariff legislation 
manifestly enjoins strict economy in 
publ.c expenditures snd their limit 1 - 
tion to legitimate public uses, in as 
much as it exhibits as absolute ex- 
tortion any exaction, by way of taxa- 
tion, trom thesubstanoe of tbe people 
beyond the necessities ol a careful 
and proper administration of govern- 
ment. Opposed to this theory tbe 
dogma is now boldly presented that 
uriff taxation is justifiable for the 
express purpose and intent ol there- 
by promoting especial interests is so 
clearly contrary to tbe spirit ofjonr 
constitution and so directly enconr- 
igestbe disturbance by selfishness 
and greed of patrictio sentiment, 
that its statement would rudely 
shook oar people ii they had not al 
ready beeu insiduously allured firom 
Che safe landmarks of principle 
Never has honest desire for national 
growth, patriotic devotion to coun- 
try and sineere regard for those who 
toil been so betrayed to the support 
of a pernioiotts doctrine. In its be- 
half the plea that our infant indus- 
tries sbouid be fostered did service 
until discredited by our stalwart 
growth; then followed the exigencies 
of a terrible war, which made oar 
people heedless of the opportunities 
for ulterior sobemes sfiforded by 
their willing snd pstrio’io payment 
of unprecedented tribute; and now 
alter a lung period of poaoe when 
our overburdened oonutrymen ask 
for relief and a restoration to a full- 
er enjoy^^ent of their incomes and 
eaminga, they are met by tbe claim 
that tariff taxation for the sake of 
protection ia an American system, 
(he oontinuance of which it neoets- 
ary in order that high wages may be 
paid to workingmen and a home 
market b« providod for our fora 
produoMi 



A SYSTEM CONTRARY TO JC8TICB. 

These pretenses should no longer 
deceive. The truth is that sneh a 
system is directly antagonised by 
every sentiment ol justice snd fair- 
ness of which Americans are pre- 
eminently proud. It IS also true that 
while our workingmen and farmers 
can, the least of all our people, de- 
fend themselves against the harder 
borne life which such tariff taxation 
deorees. the wnrkingman, aaffering 
from the importation and employ- 
ment ol pauper labor instigated by 
his professed friends, snd seeking 
security for his interests in organis- 
ed CO operation, still waits foi a 
division of the advantages secured 
to his employer under cover of a 
generous solicitude for his wages, 
while the far.uer is learning that the 
prices of his products are fixed in 
foreign markets, where he suffers 
from a competition invited and built 
up by the system he is asksd to sup- 
port. 

The struggle for unearned advan- 
tage at the doors of the Government 
tramples on the rights of those who 
patiently rely upon assurances of 
American equality. Every govern- 
mental concession to clamorous fav- 
orites invites corruption in political 
affairs by encouraging the expendi- 
ture of money 10 debauch suffrage 
in support of a policy directly favor- 
able to private and selfish gain. This 
in tbe end must strangle patriotism 
and weaken popolsr confidence in 
the rectitude of republican institu- 
tions. 

A QUESTION OF EQUITY. 

Though the subject ol uriff legis- 
lation involves w question of mar- 
kets, it also involves a question oi 
morals. We cannot with impunity 
permit injustice to taint the spirit 
of right snd equity, which is the life 
of onr Republic ; and we shall tail 
to reach our national destiny it greed 
and selfishness lead tbe way. Re- 
cognising thase truths, the Nations 
Democracy will seek by the applies 
tion of just snd sound principles to 
equalize to our people the blessings 
due them from the Government they 
supper*; to promote among our coun- 
trymen a closer community of inter- 
ests cemented by patriotism and na- 
tional pride, and to point out a lair 
field where prosperous and diversi- 
fied American enterprise may grow 
and thriye in the wholesome atmos- 
phere of American indnstry, ingen- 
uity and intelligence. 

TUB FORCE BILL. 

The administration and manage- 
ment of our Governmant depend 
upon popnlar will. Federal power 
is the instrument of that will, not 
its master. Therefore tbe attempt 
of the opponents of Democracy to 
interfere with and control the sut 
Irage of the Butes through Federal 
agencies develops a design which no 
explanation can mitigate, to reverse 
the lundamenUl and safe relations 
between tbe people and their Goy- 
ernment 

BOUND AND HONEST MONEY. 



The people are entitled to sound 
and honest money, abundantly suf- 
ficient in volume to supply their bus- 
iness needs. But whatever may bt 
the form of the people’s currency, 
National or State — whether gold, 
silver or paper — it shonld be so re 
gulatfd and guarded by governmen- 
tal action, or by wise and careful 
laws, that no one can be delnded. as 
to the certainty and stability of its 
value. Every dollar put into the 
hands of the peopls shonld be of the 
same intrinsio value of purohaaing 
power. With this condition abso- 
lutely guaranteed, both gold and 
silver can be safely utilised, upon 
equal terms in the adjustment of 
our corrency. 

PENSIONS. 



The American people are gener- 
ous and gratelnl, and thsy have ex- 
pressed these characteristics upon 
their Government. Therefore all 
patriotic and just deoisions must 
commend liberal consideration for 
our worthy veteran soldiers and for 
the families of those who bave died.

Editor Paxss : — In your local ol 
last week appeared the folUwing 
good advice to your readers, which, 
in my humble opinion, is very ap- .

es.” The coming of cholera to our 
oountry — to onr very doors, you may 
wy, has caused a wide-spread un- 
easiness. This is intensified by the 
sUrtling head lines and sensational 
reports of tbe newspapers. Tbe way 
in which they describe events in- 
crease tbe general feelings ot nn- 
eosincss. True, there is no cause 
for a panic. What ia needed are 
wise and efficient saniUry precan- 
tions, and personal attention to all 
(hose things which make lor health. 
In the summer, during the heated 
term, many children died from 
cholera infantum; and yet there was 
no alarm A few cases of this dis- 
ease should not cause a fright. One 
or two simple rules are timely. 
Keep clean, be temperate in eating 
and drinking, exercise in the open 
air, keep a calm, sell-postessed mind, 
a cheerful spirit, end a truitful faith. 

Tnere is less danger oi a panic, 
because the world haa made a great 
advance in rational ideas, as will be 
seen by tbe following from the In- 
dependent i^a few weeks ago : 

“In some^the churches in Ham- 
burg on Sunday last, prayers were 
offered to God that He would stay 
the progress of the scourge; but such 
prayers are almost an insult to the 
Almighty in the face ot tbe scoarge 
was only possible because of the 
wicked negligence of man himselt. 
It is in vain to expect Him to inter- 
fere to prevent the consequences of 
our own wicked indifference. We 
may not openly defy Hit laws, and 
then expect Him to in-erpose by 
miracle to save us from the results 
ot our own folly. The man who 
deliberately takes poison is guilty oi 
the crime ot suicide. The man who 
deliberately administers poison to 
his neighbor is guilty of the crime of 
murder. Tae sin oi him who allows 
a nuisance to poison ihe lount of his 
life, or refuses to abate a nuisance 
which affects a whole community, is 
a Bin which is the same in kind, if 
not in degree, as saicide and mur- 
der.”

Vini— Mr. Peck attemiited to show 
"the effeot of the tariff on labor and 
waget," in order that voters might know 
whether a "protective tariff" or a "tariff 
for revenue only" is to be preferred.^ 

Second— He evidently assumed and 
thought that increased production and 
eamlnga would show that tbo effects of 
the hi^protecti vo tariff aot of 1800 wsre 
benafleial to labor. This was a violent 
assumption on the part of Mr. Peck and 
is aot oreditable to him as i^tatisticiun, 
a logician or a Democrat. Aere might 
be a doaan different causes for either 
high or low production or eamiuge, the 
most Important of which might have no 
oonneotiou directly or indirectly with 
tariffs. For example, bountiful rains 
and favorable weather in 1801 produced 
good oroM here when there was a scarci- 
ty abroad. This caused unusual returns 
for our crops and a boom In bnsiuesa in 
BO way due to any tariff aot The low 
price of cotton miUto oottoa mills proe- 
perona and made more hosue' (day and 
night) work for spinners, weavers, etc. 
Such causes as tbsM may, and probably 
do, account for most of the io creased 
production and earnings— which are by 
no means synonomons with increased 
wages and may mean more work for 
more pay, the rate of wages being the 
same or even lower, but Mr. Peck sees 
nothing except the tariff in all this. He 
had a “preconceived theory," which 
makes the tariff responsible for prosper- 
ity or depression in business, and though 
hs pretends to be a Democrat yet it is 
svident that he is neither a Democrat 
nor does he nndorstand Democratic doc- 
trine on the tariff qneation. 

Democrata do not claim, aa his r.'port 
assumes, that “protection" will entirely 
prevent increas^ production and earn- 
Inge or that it will raise or lower nom- 
inal wages. They simply claim that it 
has little or nothing to do with high or 
low wages, bnt that it does havs mnch 
to do with the amount of goods that cait 
be pnrehased with wages. Dot on tills 
most important phoso of the subject Ur. 
Peck is silent, except that he mentions 
the omission in a manner that would In- 
dicate that it is comparatively nnim 
portant That bis “preconceived the- 
ories" were in favor of protection is 
obvious front his statement in tbs Nrw 
York Tribune of Sejit. 8, in which he 
says: “1 see that protection is a good 
thing for the manufacturers, and I know 
also that the munufouturers would not 
pay higher pricui for their labor If it 
were not for the unions. By mesns of 
protection labor is able to euforcs the 
demands that it makea upon the muuu 
facturers.” Of course there is but little 
connection, axcopt in the minds of Ur. 
Peck and other protectionists, between a 
duty on manufactured goods and wages 
This report that has “knocked the Chi- 
cago platform silly” and “raised the 
hopes of the Republicans 10 per cent.” 
is then but the half fiedged and illogical 
conception of a protectionist. In tbs 
Dams of Democracy it seeks to prove or 
disprove the Republican claim that pros- 
perity is impossible without “protec- 
tion,” whereas Democrats do not deny 
that in u country like this — the biggest 
free trade country in tbo world when 
territory is considered — considerable 

E osjierity may accomjiuuy even Uo- 
inley protection.

post records, 
attributed wage increases to labor or- 
ganisations, strikes and national pros- 
perity. 

These sUtistics also contradict those 
of the senate committee— obtained with 
considerable care — which show that 
wages liavo advanced somewhat in fif 
teen unprotected tndnstries, bnt liave 
fallen sllglitly in fifteen highly protected 
indnstries. 

In many industries the statistics ap- 
pear to bo entirely inconsistent with 
previous and with coatomporaneons 
atatistica and to depend largely upon 
the elasticity of the consciences of the 
makers. Thus tbs average yearly wages 
in the agricultnrst linplemonts industry 
for 1890 is 9GB4.n in New York and 
1410.10 in UsMSebosetts — s differeucoi 
greater than usually oxiqts between 
wages in this and in European countries 
—and yet these two statoebare the aame 
tariff law. In the second Induetry men- 
tioned (onus and ammunition) the aver- 
age yearly wages in 1800 were $501.45 
in Usssachnsstts and $t03.49 in New 
York. The third (artliioial teeth) shows 
yearly wages of $554.4S in Uaasachn-

York. But by 181)1 wages in this in- 
dustry had increased to $254.45 — that is 
from about sixty-five to eighty cents per 
Analysis of other Indnstitas shows 
the same glaring inoonslstenoias and 
demonstrates the entire wortbleesnsM of 
such stadstios, except for Republican 
campaign purpoees. 

But there are, as Mr. J. Schoenhof 
has shown, important and significant 
emissions in Peck's list of protective in- 
dnstries. Three of these are the highly 
protected ai.J exceeding important in- 
dustries of cotton goods, bats, cajM, 
etc., and iron and steel prodneta. In 
these, both the number of employees 
and their annual earnings had declined 
heavily from 1870 to 1880. Here are the 
census tables (in tbonsands):
